The London Daily Express thinks 
the report of General Gort “ought to 
be enough to stop the invasionists 
shouting and bawling for immediate ac- 
tion before we make tanks to do it 
with. Brave men must never be sacri- 
ficed again by being sent to war with- 
out proper weapons”. 


In his report Lord Gort said one of 


the main lessons of the events that cul- 
minated at Dunkerque was that an ex- 
peditionary force must “be equipped on 
fa scale commensurate with the task it 
$s to be called upon to fulfill”. Because 
it was not so equipped Gort’s army lost 
what equipment it had and was itself 
only saved by a miracle. 

This should be noted by some in 
Canada who have been saying this Do- 
minion should now have an army of a 
million men. If we had, what kind of 
tiniforms would they be wearing? We 
couldn’t even put them in overalls. As 
for equipment they could be given 
hothing more useful than walking 
sticks and broom handles. 

This is a machine-war. Masses of 
men without tanks and planes and arm- 
ored cars in proportion are helpless, 

owever brave and however well 
trained. A hundred thousand men 
with machines can beat a million with- 
out them. They did it in France. They 
did it in Poland. They did it in Yugo- 
slavia. They did it in Greece. Numbers 
still count, but now it is the numbers 
of machines that count.

Side-Stepping Both Pacts? 
i 

The Tojo cabinet, it is expected, 
will take a position in international poli- 
tics midway between that of the Konoye 
cabinet and that demanded by the out- 
fand-out war party. If so, its policy will 
be one of continued temporising, and 
watchful waiting to see how the Axis 
attack on Russia may turn out. With 
the difference that it will lean more to 
the side of aggression; a policy of sit- 
ting on the fence but not balancing. 
Thus it is said the peace negotiations 
with the United States may be continu- 
ed but there is little prospect of any- 
thing coming of them. 

The Premier is classified as a some- 
what moderate Nationalist, a term too 
elastic to mean anything specific. He 
is known to be an admirer of Nazi 
methods, is a professional soldier, has 
lately been in command of the army of 
threat on the border of Siberia, and has 
filled his key cabinet posts with men 
who are familiar with Manchurian and 
Russian affairs. This set-up in itself has 
a sinister aspect. At the least it carries 
no guarantee that the non-aggression 
pact with Russia will be a governing 
factor with the new cabinet. 

There is one hopeful sign that the 
fence-sitting pose may be maintained 
for a while. Arita is left out of the new 
cabinet line-up. He is the gentleman who 
journeyed to Berlin and Rome a few 
months ago to pledge Japan's unshake- 
able adherence to the Axis, and then 
stopped off at Moscow on the way home 
to pledge Japan's eternal friendship to 
Russia. Obviously Japan can’t keep both 
pledges. If leaving two-way Arita out 
of the cabinet is a method of easing 
Japan out of his pact with Russia, it 
equally provides a way for ignoring his 
pact with Germany and Italy.

More Plunder

Correspondents at Berlin were per- 
mitted—perhaps told—to tell the world 
that a wholesale expulsion of Jews from 
that city and from the Rhineland is now 
in progress. Twenty thousand are being 
ousted from their homes and shipped 
to Poland, where a huge internment 
area has been set aside. Those picked 
upon for exile are given at most three 
hours in which to wind up their affairs 
and prepare for the journey. Each is al- 
lowed to take along what he can pack in 
a suit-case, and about $40 in cash. 

In the Czarist days when a pogrom 
was staged in Russia at least an attempt 
was made to keep the shameful news 
from reaching the outside world. But 
the Nazi bosses of Germany have no 
more shame than justice in their make- 
up. They do not at all mind having their 
outrages known abroad. Perhaps they 
even welcome the publicity. With their 
basie conception of the omnipotence of 
brute force, it may be thought Jew- 
torture is one way to win favor or 
spread terror, and that the more widely 
the crime is advertised the more readily 
other peoples will yield to their 
mastery. 

The fact, of course, is that what the 
Nazis are doing to Jews they are qu te 
as ready to do to people of any othe: 
race, In Czechoslovakia, in Yugoslavia 
and in France they are murdering non- 
Jews as ruthlessly as they have mur- 
dered Jews, and are dealing out corres- 
ponding mis-treatment to multitudes 
who have fallen under their displeasure. 

If Jews suffer in greater numbers 
or for less provocation than others, it is 
because they are everywhere a minority

and because many of them have wealth 
enough to excite the thievish instincts 
of the gangsters. 


Vichy Versus France 


Reports from Vichy say the Petain 
cabinet has been given a jolt from an 
unexpected quarter. The Marshal some 
time ago set up a trusted committee to 
write a new constitution for France. He 
didn’t like its first draft, and told the 
committee to try again. And the com- 
mittee, according to despatches, went 
on record unanimously to the effect 
that France should not be ruled by an 
authoritarian dictatorship or become a 
monarchy, but should remain a re- 
public. 

These reports may be correct, parti- 
ally correct, or wholly unfounded. The 
circumstances strongly suggest they 
are substantially true, for the cabinet 
has been quite plainly losing ground in 
popular favor and now holds office only 
because there is no political machinery 
to throw it out. There was never any 
reason to suppose Frenchmen in any 
considerable number shared the Mar- 
shal’s view that they are incapable of 
governing themselves and should be de- 
prived of the right. They respected the 
veteran for his past, but he knew bet- 
ter than ask them what they thought 
of his Nazi theory. 

If the constitution committee was 
composed of honest men it could come 
to no other conclusion than the one 
credited to it, with any regard at all for 
public opinion. If it was made up of 
men like Laval it could still come to the 
same conclusion, for in the last resort 
it will be the people of France, not the 
pitiable Marshal, who will write the 
constitution of France.

United States Cannot Reach Nor- * 


mal Business Levels While 
Hitler Lives 
By WALTER LIPPMANN. 

Although we have paid an enormous 
price for the neutrality act, we have got- 
ten something in return, 

The price has been enormous. Thus 
it is certain that the refusal of Congress 
to repeal the arms embargo in June, 1939, 
was an important contributing cause 
in precipitating the war 
two months later. It was 
a green light to Hitler 
that when he made war, 
the United States would 
help him by refusing to 
sel] supplies to the Allies 
who were unprepared, 
and that the United 
States would help him by 
agreeing to let him wage 


lawless submarine war- x 
fare against Britain, i: 
France, the European 


neutrals and any other W. Lippmann 
nation he chose to atfack. 

The neutrality act was also an im- 
mensely important cause of the unpre- 
paredness of the Allies. Because it stipu- 
lated that they could not get delivery of 
arms once they were at wart, because it 
Stipulated that they must pay in gold 
dollars for anything they bought here, the 
act prevented the British and the French 
from placing orders in this country early 
enough to obtain deliveries on anything 
like the scale which Hitler’s preparations 
and their own unpreparedness required. 
This meant that when Hitler launched his 
offensive in the spring of 1940, American 
industry was not yet geared to produce 
weapons in quantity. And this meant that 
when we adopted our own defense pro- 
gram, we had almost no munitions in- 
dustry, and had to start very nearly from

| not repealed until November, 1939, and 
the financial embargo, which was not Te- 
pealed until the lend-lease act of March, 
1941, have cost us and the British at least 
one year and probably more neatly two

Injury 

The only compensation we have had 
for this incalculable injury to our vital 
interests is that the act has prevented us 
from making our decisions about the war 
on the basis of incidents and under the 
stress of excited emotion, The American 
people have come to their decision that 
Hitler must be stopped by reasoning 
about their fundamental interests. 
Though the process has been dangerously 
slow, involving immense risks in a world 
where the aggressors strike like lightning, 
| the steadfastness of the British and some 
good luck have thus far favored us with 
the time to try to understand thoroughly 
what we were doing before we did it. 

It has been necessary for the Ameri- 
can people to think out their vital inter- 
ests because unlike the British after Dun- 
kerque, unlike the Chinese with the 
enemy deep in their land, unlike the Rus- 
sians after they were invaded, the Ameri- 
can people had not yet seen the whites of 
their enemy's eyes. Thus the action of the 
United States has not grown out of the 
obvious and self-evident necessity of a 
people already under fire, but out of a 
reasoned conviction; that it is infinitely 
better to prevent the disaster before it 
happens than a little later on to endure 
disaster heroically,

at war can do much more in a military 
way for Britain and Russia than is being 


done 
Moral Effect 


But a declaration of war would have 
a far-reaching psychological effect both 
at home and abroad—an effect that is 
highly desirable at the present moment. 

The American administration, for in- 
stance, would far sooner fight Japan than 
endure the suspense and annoyance and 
uncertainty caused by her pinpricking. A 
declaretion of war on Germany would 
determine, once and for all, the intentions 
of that country 

Japan would have to either shut up 
or put up. If she showed fight, it is be- 
lieved the American navy could destroy 
her naval strength in Jess than a month. 
Moreover, the entrance of the United 
States would doubtless be the signal for 
Russian bombing planes, based in Siberia, 
to Jay waste the Japanese industrial 
centres of Nakasaki, Yokohama and Kobe. 

The entrance of the United States 
would bolster the resistance of occupied 
countries in Europe, stiffen the backbone 
of Turkey and create a considerable 
change in French policy. 

The effect would be even more strik- 
ing at home.

“Just relax and stop striving for per- 
fection” is the newest idea in the treatment 
of migraine as outlined in the Archives of 
Neurology by Dr. Harold G. Wolff 

Lovemaking, music, literature, the 
plastic arts, games, short holidays—any- 
thing that tends to relaxation—will re- 
duce the attacks. Dr. Wolff found in a 
series of test patients he studied recently 
In no case did the “sick headache” — 
which is one of the commonest complaints 
of mankind — disappear entirely, but it 
was reduced from attacks every two weeks 
to us few as three or four a year, 

The new treatment comes from the 
discovery that migraine, to a large @xtent, 
is literally ‘a matter of personality. 
Migraine mostly affects perfectionists, the 
hard-driving, ambitious type of person. 

Those who get better altered some of 
their personality traits, But a few prefer- 
red to keep the headaches rather than 
change any of their perfectionist ways 

Two thirds of the victims had been 
goody-goody children. About two thirds

War Economies 


Last Saturday night, I ventured to say 
something, apparently in an unintentional 
tone of reproof, about the tremendous 
cosmetics bill of the women of the North

Experience has shown that the best 
way of handling the liquor problem on 
this continent is through moderation and 
temperance, Prohibition doesn’t appear 
to get very far. But, by gradual education, 
it has been shown, people can be taught 
to use alcoho] and even tobacco in mod- 
erating and gradually decreasing amounts. 

It seems to me that the same principle 


| of moderation and the same kind of edu- 


cation should be applied to other 
necessary expenditures. 

To forbid cosmetics would only make 
them more attractive. 

To forbid silk stockings and silk 
underwear would be to create an un- 
reasoning and almost psychopathic de- 
mand for these things just as the urge for 
liquor became almost lunatic during 
prohibition, 

But if a man can be gradually talked 
out of making a liquor hog of himself and 
if even the distillers can be made to see 
the value of moderation and to national- 


un- 


ly advertise moderation and temperance— 
as they have done—surely women, even 
the vainest of them, can be made to see 
the absurdity, during wartime, of kal- 
somining their faces and clothing their 
nether limbs in silk hosiery whose life 
is seldom more than a week at most,

how long must they remain under arms? 
The men in the Navy: how long must they 
keep the watch? The men in the factories: 
how long must they turn plowshares into 
swords? When can young mén in the 
schools and colleges again hope to plan 
their lives and marty and make their 
homes? When can men again work and 
trade in peace, without government priori- 
ties and licenses and requisitions and the 
dislocation of their normal affairs? The 
answer they all find is that there is no 
end to all these things for them if this 
country has to face alone, and armed to 
the teeth, a world dominated by an al- 
liance of victorious aggressive states. 

The America First Cornmittee may 
tell them, Mr. Lindbergh may tell them, 
Mr. Cudahy may tell them, that they will 
not be invaded: they have listened care- 
fully, patiently, even hopefully, and then 
they have realized that the future these 
gentlemen offer is unutterably dismal. 
For even if every reassuring word were 
true, we should be facing for an endless 
future the prospect of being completely 
conscripted and regimented, devoting ‘at 
least half our nationa] income and all our 
thought and energy to preparing against 
war. That is not a good enough future for 
the United States of America, and the 
more thoroughly the American people 
have looked at what the isolationists have 
to offer, the more they have understood 
that they were being advised to abandon 
all hope of any return to anything that 
could be called peace. 


More Trade 


Whatever problem one examines, this 


is the inescapable mic, Argentina, 
for example, has just signed a trade agree- 
ment with_us, It is the kind of agreement 
which no totalitarion state could make 
because it provides for an increased trade, 
not between governments,- but between 
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private producers in both countries. 

If Hitler wins the war, tie agreement 
will be worth nothing at all. For since all 
Europe will then be totalitarian and since 
the bulk of the Argentine exports must go 
to Europe, the commercial policy of the 
Argentine will have to conform to that 
of Hitler's Europe. Whatever may be the 
sentiments of the Argentine people, they 
will, if Hitler dominates Europe, become 
an economie colony of the Hitler empire. 

Therefore in signing an agreement 
which recognizes the principles of normal 
trade, Argentina has said that she hopes 
for the victory of the free peoples, and 
that she has confidence that we shall do 
sucessfully what we have set out to do. 
For if we fail, Argentina will have to 
come to terms with Hitler's Europe or 
suffer the consequences, 


Decent World 

This agreement is an example of what 
we think international relations ought 
to be in a decent world. But until decency 
is restored, this agreement cannot begin 
to do its good work. Te pact makes it 
easier for the Argentine to buy American 
machinery and other metal products, But 
how much shal) we be able to sell while 
we have to arm for the defense of this 
hemisphere, and where shall we find the 
ships for a flourishing inter-American 
trade while ships are being sunk at sight 
or diverted to indispensible war purposes, 

The trade which this pact envisages 
can be only a mere trickle as long as this 
dire emergency persists, It can never be 
more than a trickle until there is a peace 
which permits us to demobilize and to re- 
duce to some tolerable level the produc- 
tion of armaments. Yet this can never 
happen under a phoney peace which leaves 
the whole world mobilized and feverishly 
preparing for war. 6 

Thus, this agreement which the 
President justly calls “a monument to the 
ways of peace,” will remain a monument 
only if a genuine peace is actually won. 


Conscription Is Urgent 


Reproves 
; Sailors’ Wives 
LETTERS TO THE EDITOR. 

Editor, Bulletin: There is an argu- 
ment, which I have not s@en in print or 
expressed in public speeches, regarding 
the necessity for conscription, and applies 
solely to the armed forces. 

If conscription failed to meet the 
situation in 1917, failure was largely due 
to delay in bringing it into force. No 
doubt, the Borden government was just as 
fearful of losing votes in Quebec as the 
Mackenzie Knig government appears to be 
at present, It is a known fact that Borden 
offered to divide thé premiership with 
Laurier and that Laurier would have 
willingly consented but for the objection 
raised by  died-in-the-woo] ‘Liberals, 
made up of but a small percentage from 
the Province of Quebec, 

Had Laurier agreed to joint leader- 
ship, in all probability there would have 
been little, if any, opposition on the part 
of French Canada. The result of delay in 
bringing conscription into action in 1917, 
in fact not until 1918, was an injustice and 
of serious consequences to the men called 
up. 

There! had been heavy casualties in 
the Canadian Corps in the fall of 1917. 
Front line units were demanding rein- 
forcements. The only reserves available 
were the raw conscripts. No time was 
given for their training in self-defense 
As a consequence of the urgent demand 
for drafts to fill the depleted ranks of 
units at the front, some 45,000 young Can- 
adians were shipped over to England and 
drafted to front line battalions, many of 
them finding themselves in the front line 
having never fired a shot from a rifle at 
any time in their lives, called upon to 
charge with baynoets without any previ- 
ous training. 

That is the main reason all front-line 
veterans of the lest war are demanding 
that conscription be immediately put into 
force, thus giving time for training before 
the necessity arises for drafts to be dis-

By dyspepsia is meant the in- 
digestion caused by the loss of the 


normal ability to digest food in 
comfort, On account of the emo- 
tional disturbances which _ indi- 


gestion so Often induces, the pati- 
ent becomes easily irritated, de- 


pressed and anxious. A confirmed 
dyspeptic is a confirmed crank be- 
cause his digestive juices make him 
one. If he has an upset stomach 
very often, his face takes on a 
drawn appearatce and his hollow 
cheeks and dul! skin proclaim that 
he is badly nourished. 

But let the same patient get the 
digestion adjusted so that he is 
agreeing with his food and in ad- 
dition to 
healthy appearance, he also be- 
comes normally cheerful. 

In an amusing article which I 
once read the organs of digestion 
were referred to as the “organs of 
indigestion.” That is a clever title 
and many of those who are con- 
scious of digestive derangements 
coine to believe that their digestive 
apparatus is busy mainly with the 
task of producing symptoms of in- 
digestion, 

Wrong habits of eating are re- 
sponsible for most of the digestive 
disorders. Some of the common 
causes of digestive difficulty are: 
Eating when tired or worried, eat- 
ing too large a quantity of food, 
eating foods which are difficult 
to digest, eating too rapidly, not 


use of incorrect food combinations. 
An additional cause capable of 


producing indigestion jin those of 
a highly-strung type is nervous 
tension. Newspapermen, surgeons, 


actors and others leading an exact- 
ing life in which nerve strain is 
continuous, often find that they 
must find some way of reducing 
nervous tension before the digest- 
ive organs wil] behave. 

The patient with stomach trouble 
usually notes one or more of the 
following symptoms: Excessive gas, 
belching, rapid beating of the heart, 
or a feeling of fullness or pressure 
within the stomach. Upon pressing 
over the top of the stomach with 
the fingers, he elicits a feeling of 
tenderness and the parts seem 
stretched or bloated. Actual pain 
similar to colic is usually absent 
but the general soreness or tender- 
ness in the pit of the stomach is 
marked, 

With chronic digestive difficulty 
the tongue is likely to be coated and 
there may be an uMpleasant odor 
of the breath, and also a bad taste 
in the mouth, The patient may 
complain of a burning or gnawing 
feeling in the stomach which is 
especially strong when he misses 
a meal. The appetite is frequently 
poor and nausea may occur, 

In an effort to use only those 


| foods which he is sure will agree 


with him, the patient usually 
sharply curtails the diet and pos- 
sibly omits many wholesome foods, 
Partly because of this restricted 
selection of food and partly be- 


| cause of poor assimilation, he finds 


it difficult to gain weight and may 


be steadily losing weight. As a 
general rule he is troubled with 
constipation

Sometimes mothers send me | 
such queer formulas that 1 cannot 
but wonder who has advised 
them. Most formulas follow rather 
standardized lines and a mother 
should be suspicious when her 
own is so different from the usual. 
Below is one of the unusual ones, 
and it has little te commend it. 


Mrs, G. writes to ask if I think 
the following diet provides suffic- 
ient food. . Her baby girl is 8 months 
old, weighed 7 pounds at birth and 
now weighs 17% “ 

“For breakfast she gets 3 ounces 
of evaporated milk, 3 of water, 5! 
tablespoons of malt sugar, 1 tea- | 
spoon of syrup and 1 egg yolk. This | 
all goes together in the bottle, 

“For lunch she gets milk and 
water as above with no malt sugar 
and 1 teaspoon of syrup, and a/| 
mashed banana. 

“For supper a formula the same | 
as above plus 6 arrowroot crackers, 
mashed. She gets codliver oil and 
Orange juice once a day and. at bed- 
time gets a formula like the above.” | 


The most serious mistake is the 
small amount of milk provided 
and the enormous quantities of 
sugar and starches. She gets about 
6's tablespoons of sugar (malt 
SUgar and syrup) when the av- 
erage at this age would be 3 
tablespoons. She gets arrowroot 
biscuits and mashed banana, 
which might better be some form 
of cereal made for babies, and the 
banana. 


The amount of milk for a child 
of this age should be 4 ounces of 
milk, four of water, and 1 table- 
spoon of malt sugar or syrup in 
3 regular bottles and then extra 
milk to make a custard with the 
egg. and milk over the mashed ban- 
anas and cereal. 

There should be only 3 feedings 
a day: at 7 a.m., 11:30 a.m., and 5:30 | 
to 6 pm. If there is any food in 
the afternoon it can be a little milk 
and a cracker and, of course, the 
orange juice and codliver oil given 
midmorning and midafternoon. 

And the formula should be sep- 
arate from the other foods. You 
want your baby to develop some 
discrimination of taste and like 
cereal, or fruit sauce, or liver soup, 
or what have you, for itself alone 
and not because it is mixed up with 
the formula. 

You want your baby to learn to 
eat and to drink milk from a cup. |} 
Your present way of feeding is no 
more advanced than if the baby 
were 3 instead of 8 months old, 

So you see, there are quite a few 
things it would seem desirable to 
change. I hope you will.
